It  is  likely  that  anv  list  might  have  some  one  variety  at  a  lower  price  than 
others  were  asking  for  it.  Now  the  result  of  this  variation  in  prices  seems 
to  be  that  buyers  who  are  contemplating  spending  a  certain  amount  of  money 
for  Gladiolus  bulbs  scan  the  different  lists  carefully  and  order  from  three  or 
four  or  five  different  growers  such  varieties  as  each  of  them  is  offering  at 

the  lower  price  ,,  ,  ^  „ 

Now,  if  you  are  buying  $20.00’s  worth  of  bulbs,  the  actual  expense  tor 
any  of  us  in  handling  all  of  your  order  would  be  very  little,  if  any  more, 
than  as  though  we  had  a  part  of  it,  and  it  is  really  an  economical  loss  to 
the  industry  to  have  these  orders  divided  up  among  several  growers.  To 
overcome  this  difference  in  prices  and  to  make  it  to  your  advantage  to 
send  your  order  in  one  place,  I  am  making  the  following  rate  of  discounts, 
which  apply  to  orders  accompanied  by  a  check  or  other  cash  equivalent  to 
cover:  $5.00  to  $10.00,  10%;  $10.00  to.  $20.00,  12V2%;  $20.00  to  $50  00, 
15%;  $50.00  to  $100.00,  20%;  and  all  orders  of  $100.00  net  and  over,  25%. 
These  discounts  apply  to  Gladiolus  bulb  orders  only,  from  the  regular  list. 
Group  offers  not  subject  to  discount,  These  discounts,  I  believe,  will  more 
than  make  up  for  any  slight  difference  in  prices  that  there  may  be  in  a  few 
of  the  varieties  that  you  might  want.  Figure  up  that  order  of  bulbs  that 
you  are  going  to  send  for,  take  off  the  discount  and  see  if  you  aren  t  saving 
money  buying  them  here. 
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Where  to  Buy  Bulbs 

To  most  everybody,  there  is  bound  to  occur  at  some  time  or  other,  the 
question  of  Where  should  I  buy  my  Gladiolus  bulbs?  Now,  of  course,  I 
should  like  to  sell  them  to  you  and  I  believe  you  would  be  pleased  with 
them.  But  aside  from  that  I  believe  I  am  in  a  position  to  offer  a  little  good 
advice  as  to  where  to  buy  bulbs  I  have  been  handling  farm  seeds  for  a 
great  many  years,  and  it  does  make  a  difference  where  seeds  come  from  If 
there  is  a  Gladiolus  grower  near  you  who  has  the  varieties  that  you  want, 
and  who  grows  good  clean  bulbs,  it  is,  generally  speaking,  the  best  place  on 
earth  for  you  to  buy  them.  If  there  is  not,  get  them  of  some  grower  who 
you  feel  is  reliable  and  if  they  are  coming  from  a  distance,  it  is,  generally 
speaking,  better  to  get  bulbs  that  are  grown  in  a  more  vigorous  climate  than 
your  own,  rather  than  in  a  milder  climate.  This  holds  for  practically  all 

S66QS. 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  example  is  clover  seed.  Clover  seed 
imported  from  Southern  Europe  gives  excellent  results  in  the  Southern 
States,  but  up  here  in  the  North  it  is  not  a  success.  The  United  States 
Government  now  has  regulations  demanding  that  clover  seed  imported  from 
Europe  be  stained  a  distinctive  color  to  prevent  its  being  sold  to  Northern 
Farmers  to  their  disappointment. 

Nature  tends  to  adapt  any  plant  to  its  environment.  If  grown  in  a  mild 
climate,  it  adapts  itself  to  the  length  of  season  and  when  moved  to  a  colder 
climate  with  a  shorter  season,  it  will  not  always  fully  develop  until 
such  plants  as  do  survive  after  a  term  of  years  adapt  themselves  to 
the  conditions.  For  example,  seed  oats  grown  here  in  Northern  New  York 
and  sown  on  our  farms  here  will  give  decidedly  better  yields  than  seed  of  the 
same  variety  of  oats  grown  in  Southern  Ohio,  or  Indiana,  or  Illinois;  and  so 
while  Northern  grown  seed  or  bulbs  will  give  excellent  results  in  the  South, 
there  is  danger  that  Southern  grown  seeds  and  bulbs  will  not  give  as  good 
results  in  the  North. 

Another  thing:  Form  the  habit  of  buying  your  bulbs  in  one  place  If 
everyone  would  do  that,  the  expense  of  shipping  orders  would  be  materially 
lessened.  If  you  bought  bulbs  last  year  and  had  good  results  from  them 
that  is  a  very  good  place  to  buy  them  this  year. 

One  more  thing:  Other  things  being  equal,  it  is  usually  better  to  buy 
any  variety  of  the  originator.  He  is  more  interested  than  anyone  else  would 
be  in  your  success  with  that  new  variety  of  his,  and,  if  something  should  go 
wrong,  would  be  more  interested  in  replacing  and  adjusting  to  your  satisfac¬ 
tion.  We  all  like  to  see  our  children  meet  the  approval  of  each  one  with 
whom  they  come  in  contact. 

Foreign  Shipments 

Our  fields  and  bulbs  are  inspected  and  we  have  a  certificate  covering  the 
general  health  or  freedom  of  disease  of  our  stock.  Further  than  that,  each  order 
that  is  to  go  out  of  the  United  States  is  actually  inspected  here  before  ship¬ 
ment  by  a  regularly  authorized  inspector,  and  his  certificate  that  they  are  free 
from  disease  accompanies  the  shipment.  We  comply  with  all  known  regulations 
of  the  country  to  which  they  are  shipped,  and  we  solicit  your  Gladiolus  busi¬ 
ness,  whether  it  be  retatil  or  wholesale. 

Seedling  Collection 

This  year  I  am  offering  50  seedlings,  all  different,  all  from  those  which  I 
have  marked  out  and  I  am  growing  regularly  under  number.  These  seedlings 
will  not  be  accompanied  by  the  number  under  which  I  am  growing  them,  but 
will  be  all  put  together  like  a  mixture.  The  50  for  $5.00.  Some  of  these’  will 
doubtless  be  named  and  introduced  later,  and  when  they  are,  the  price  of  a 
single  bulb  will  be  in  some  instances  be  as  much  as  the  whole’  collection  costs 
now.

For  several  years  I  have  offered  my  customers  an  opportunity  to  grow 
some  of  my  seedlings,  some  that  I  have  marked  out  and  consider  more  than 
ordinarily  good.  Each  season  I  select  a  number  of  those  of  which  I  have 
a  little  stock  started  that  seem  worthy  of  special  consideration  and 
send  them  out  to  those  who  wish  them,  twelve,  all  different,  under  number,  for 
§2.50,  with  the  understanding  that  whoever  buys  them  will  grow  them  where 
they  can  observe  them,  will  make  notes  on  them  at  blooming  time  and  report 
back  to  me  just  how  they  find  each  of  them  and  just  how  they  like  them. 
Quite  a  little  bother.  I  do  this  primarily  to  get  your  opinion  of  my  originations 
before  I  name  and  market  them.  Nearly  every  variety  that  I  have  introduced 
has  been  first  sent  out  in  this  way.  If  the  same  seedling  goes  to  a  half  dozen 
different  people  and  they  are  agreed  that  it  is  decidedly  worthwhile,  it  stands 
a  good  chance  of  sometime  being  named.  On  the  other  nand,  if  one  of  my 
favorites  meets  the  disapproval  of  a  good  portion  of  those  who  grew  it  in  these 
trial  lots,  it  will  be  discarded.  For  example:  I  have  been  carrying  along  a 
beautiful  red  seedling;  tall  and  vigorous  and  a  wonderful  color.  The  reports 
that  came  back  on  it  are  pretty  well  agreed.  A  beautiful  thing,  but  the  stem 
does  not  seem  stiff  enough  to  hold  up  the  flower  head  and  it  goes  down. 
Sometimes  it  does  the  same  thing  with  me  here.  It  is  a  weakness  that  we 
cannot  overlook,  and  much  as  I  dislike  to  do  it,  this  seedling  has  to  go 
in  with  my  mixed  bulbs.  If  you  want  a  dozen  of  these  seedings  and  wan 
to  take  the  trouble  to  report  on  them,  send  in  your  order  for  them,  but  your 
report  means  more  to  me  than  the  price  you  pay  me.  I  reserve  the  privilege 
of  discontinuing  sending  these  when  30  or  more  sets  have  been  ordered.

Gladiolus  Seed 

Last  year  for  the  first  time  I  advertised  and  sent  out  gladiolus  seed.  Of 
course  it  is  too  early  to  get  reports  of  the  results.  Many  of  my  customers  were 
very  well  pleased  with  this  opportunity  of  getting  this  seed,  and  so  this  year 
I  have  selected  some  more.  This  seed  is  from  my  own  originations  and  some 
of  the  most  outstanding  of  my  unnamed  seedlings  and  from  some  newer  and 
rarer  varieties  of  the  other  fellow’s  that  I  had  growing  in  my  trial  plot.  The 
price  is  the  same  as  last  year.  A  liberal  package  for  $1.00.  There  seems  to 
be  a  demand  for  seed  from  especial  crosses,  and,  if  I  can  find  the  time  to  do 
it  next  Summer,  I  will  make  some  of  these  crosses  and  keep  the  seed  by  them¬ 
selves.  If  there  is  some  special  cross  that  you  want  seed  from,  just  drop  a 
note  and  suggest  it  to  me.  No  obligation  on  your  part,  and  I  am  not  sure  I 
will  grow  it  but  I  am  a  great  deal  more  apt  to  than  I  would  be  if  you  did  not 
mention  it.  Of  course  if  I  make  these  special  crosses  it  will  be  with  the  same 
care  that  I  grow  seed  for  my  own  use,  and  probably  they  will  cost  you  quite 
a  bit  more  money. 

Mixed  Bulbs 

Each  year  I  have  many  thousand  mixed  bulbs.  Some  varieties  become 
mixed  accidentally,  and  unless  it  is  a  variety  that  sells  at  a  rather  high  price, 
it  goes  into  the  mixture.  Each  year  I  grow  about  two  acres  of  marked  out 
seedlings,  seedlings  that  when  they  bloomed  first  gave  promise  of  more  than 
ordinary  desirability.  These  I  grow  until  I  have  enough  of  them  blooming  at 
once  so  that  I  can  tell  iust  how  good  they  are.  Then,  if  they  are  not  decid¬ 
edly  superior  to  some  similar  variety  already  in  commence,  they  too  go  into 
the  mixture.  This  makes  this  mixture  of  mine  rather  out  of  the  ordinary,  all 
types  and  colors,  and  many  of  them  varieties  that  never  have  been  in  com¬ 
merce.  It  is  different  from  a  mixture  of  old  discarded  varieties,  and  many 
people  buy  these  of  me  year  after  year  for  the  enjoyment  they  get  out  of  the 
new  and  unexpected  things  that  show  up.  The  price  is  $2.50  per  hundred, 
$12.50  per  thousand,  f.o.b.  Lacona,  large-sized  bulbs. 
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Size 

I  list  in  three  sizes — large,  1  "  and  all  larger;  medium,  %"  to  l1/*”;  and 

small,  to  Occasionally  there  will  be  in  the  small  sizes  some  that  are 

just  under  a  x/2'\  but  the  very  small  ones  we  do  not  include,  but  use  them  for 
our  own  planting.  Generally  speaking,  the  large  sizes  will  run  a  very  large 
percentage  over  IV2".  The  mediums  are,  most  of  them,  1"  or  larger,  and  the 
small  are  nice  plump  planting  stock.  I  believe  you  will  be  pleased  with  our 
way  of  sizing.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  12  bulbs  are  sold  at  ten  times  the 
price  of  the  single  bulb.  Six  are  sold  at  the  dozen  rate,  5  0  at  the  hundred 
rate.  All  prices  on  Gladiolus  bulbs  are  postpaid,  unless  otherwise  stated. 

Extras 

Practically  every  order  has  some  extras  in  it,  but  anything  in  the  way  of 
extras  is  of  our  own  selection  and  in  the  way  of  a  good-will  offering. 

My  Own  Originations 

I  am  giving  a  brief  description  of  my  own  originations,  and  I  have  tried, 
in  these  descriptions,  to  be  as  fair  in  telling  their  faults  as  their  virtues.  I 
believe  you  will  find  this  list  of  my  originations  include  many  of  the  very  best 
Gladiolus  in  existence  and  I  feel  that  they  will  compare  favorably  with  the 
modern  introductions  of  any  grower  anywhere.  As  I  have  said  before,  I  am 
making  no  new  introductions  this  year.  I  have  several  seedlings  of  outstanding 
merit,  two  or  three  of  them  that  I  feel  are  sensational,  but  I  would  rather  you 
would  have  another  year  to  become  acquainted  with  those  I  have  already  in¬ 
troduced.  I  feel  that  if  you  grow  a  representative  group  of  Stevens  originations 
this  year  you  will  want  these  new  ones  that  I  expect  to  offer  in  1933. 

Generally  speaking,  the  prices  on  my  originations  are  decidedly  lower. 
In  a  few  cases  there  is  no  change  in  price,  but  practically  all  pf  them  are  a 
bit  lower  and  some  of  them  very  much  lower;  and  these  lower  prices  are 
made  because  I  have  a  larger  stock  and  can  take  care  of  any  increased 
demand.  As  long  as  I  have  stock  to  offer,  I  will  meet  the  prices  of  any  re¬ 
sponsible  grower  on  my  own  originations.  By  responsible  grower,  I  mean 
anyone  who  will  deliver  good,  clean  free-from-disease  bulbs  of  my  origina¬ 
tions,  and  who  has  them  to  deliver  and  who  is  financially  responsible,  sa 
that  you  could  collect  the  damage  if  he  delivered  something  else. 


Allure 

Prim.  Grand.  Eosine  pink,  with  lighter  medial  lines,  long  straight  stem 
and  spikes  with  many  blooms  out  at  once.  Medium  sized  blooms,  about 
4".  Allure  is  not  an  exhibition  variety,  but  is  an  excellent  garden  variety 
and  makes  a  good  cut  flower.  Large,  $2.50  per  dozen,  medium  $1.50,  and 
small  $.75. 


Andy  Gump 

Prim.  Grand.  A  seedling  from  Purple  Glory.  Liseran  purple,  tips  of 
petals  flecked  with  Schoenfeld’s  purple,  throat  with  a  light  overlay  of  Roso- 
lane  purple  and  stippled  Citron  yellow;  41/2"  blooms,  a  good  number  out  at 
once,  arranged  in  a  staggered  line  on  a  usually  straight  spike  and  stem. 
Petals  crimped  and  slightly  ruffled  and  well  open,  the  lower  petals  usually 
reflexing  sharply,  and  this  chinless  feature  suggests  the  name.  An  attrac¬ 
tive  novelty,  a  winner  in  its  class  this  year  at  the  Empire  State  Show,  I 
believe  the  only  time  I  ever  showed  it.  Large,  $2.50  per  dozen,  medium 
$1.50,  and  small  $.75. 
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Bugler 

A.  G.  S.  1909 

Introduced  in  1931,  grandiflorous  type.  Lavender  tinting  to  white  in 
the  throat,  5"  to  6"  bloom,  long  straight  spike  with  many  open  blooms,  as 
well  as  excellent  arrangement.  Exhibition  type.  I  believe  it  is  the  most 
vigorous  and  largest  of  any  of  the  lavender  that  I  grow,  and  the  earliest  good 
lavender  that  I  am  growing.  A  heavy  feeder  and  one  that  requires  plenty 
of  fertilizer  and  good  cultivation  to  be  its  best.  This  variety  is  particularly 
desirable  under  artifical  light,  having  a  glowing  orchid  color  that  I  never 
saw  equaled.  When  Bugler  is  at  its  best,  I  believe  it  is  the  best  lavender 
in  existence.  Under  certain  weather  conditions,  it  flecks  darker,  and  this 
darker  flecking,  to  my  mind,  detracts  decidedly.  Then,  some  seasons,  it 
gives  a  certain  percentage  of  spikes  that  are  inclined  to  he  stubby  and  the 
flowers  crowded,  and  when  it  does  this,  it  is  no  good;  but  with  good  culture 
and  weather  conditions,  it  is  a  hard  thing  to  equal.  Gives  good  increase, 
and,  I  believe,  when  the  stock  is  sufficient,  will  be  the  outstanding  early  com¬ 
mercial  lavender.  For  exhibition  spikes,  you  should  plant  large  bulbs. 
Single  bulbs,  large,  $2.50;  medium,  $1.50,  and  small  $.75. 

Charles  D.  Thomas 

Pinard  yellow,  practically  a  self  color.  Sometimes  a  slight  overlay  of 
pink  on  the  tips  of-  the  petals,  4^  to  5-inch  bloom,  five  or  six  open  at  once; 
edges  of  petals  rounded  and  slightly  crimped;  long  stem  and  well-shaped 
spike.  Arrangement  and  facing  and  spacing  excellent.  One  of  the  very 
earliest.  Distinctive  in  appearance  and  by  many  considered  the  very  finest 
early  yellow.  Certainly  it  is  the  earliest  large  yellow.  A  vigorous  plant, 
but  gives  small  cormel  increase.  Its  greatest  fault  is  that  it  does  not 
increase  rapidly.  Large  bulbs  $3.00,  medium,  $1.75. 

Damascus 

Prim.  Grand,  type.  Color,  Argyle  purple,  Hellebore  red  beautifully 
blended,  lighter  in  the  center.  Blotched  Tilleul  buff,  and  stippled  and 
plumed  Bordeaux.  The  whole  effect  is  bluish  smoky.  Long  spike,  double 
row  effect,  and  five  or  six  4% -inch  blooms  out  at  once.  Damascus  is  cer¬ 
tainly  growing  in  popularity  for  the  last  two  years.  It  won  in  the  P.  G.  any 
other  color  class  at  the  Eastern  Regional  Show.  Large  bulbs  50c,  medium 
30c,  small  20c. 

Ensemble 

A.  G.  S.  1908 

Introduced  in  1930.  Primulinus  type,  no  hood.  .Yellow,  self  color, 
4Y2  to  5-inch  bloom,  slender  stem,  rather  wide  spacing.  Except  for  the  size 
of  the  bloom  and  the  lack  of  hood  it  is  characteristically  primulinus  in  its 
growth.  In  fact,  it  was  the  winner  in  the  Primulinus  seedling  class  at  the 
Eastern  Regional  Show  in  1930.  Wide  open  bloom  with  the  petals  profusely 
ruffled  and  the  tips  of  the  petals  creased  to  a  point.  An  orchid  shape  bloom, 
petals  somewhat  lacinated.  A  very  distinctive  novelty.  The  fact  that  it  has 
so  many  distinctive  charactertistics  occurring  in  the  superlative  degree,  so  to 
speak,  was  the  reason  for  its  name,  Ensemble.  A  very  good  grower  with 
lair  increase.  A  flower  that  always  attracts  the  attention  of  the  visitors 
in  the  garden.  Large  $3.00,  medium  $2.00. 

Great  Heart 

A  velvety  scarlet,  or  scarlet  pink,  tinting  to  white  deep  in  the  center. 
The  lower  petals  with  a  medial  line  of  scarlet  red  and  the  inner  half  of  the 
medial  line  on  the  upper  petals  white.  Almost  a  self  color,  five-inch  bloom, 
eight  and  sometimes  more  out.  It  is  an  exhibition  type,  facing  and  spacing 
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arrangement  hard  to  beat.  Another  variety  that  needs  good  culture  and 
cultivation  in  order  to  produce  the  best  results.  Slow  to  increase.  Large 
bulbs  $2.00,  medium  $1.25. 

Littlejohn 

One  of  the  most  popular  of  my  introductions.  A  giant,  deep  rose  or 
rose-red  pink,  ruffled,  lower  petals  with  faint  feather  of  Rosolane  purple; 

4  y2  to  5-inch  bloom,  five  and  six  and  sometimes  more  out  at  once.  A  long 
spike  of  perfect  arrangement  and  placement.  Exhibition  type.  A  very 
robust  grower  with  excellent  foliage  and  excellent  increase.  I  believe  it  is 
the  best  ruffled  rose  pink  in  existence,  and  when  the  stock  becomes  plenti¬ 
ful,  predict  that  it  will  be  the  leading  commercial  variety  of  its  color. 
Large  $5.00  per  dozen,  medium  $3.00,  and  small  $1.75. 

Mandalay 

Eosine  pink,  tinting  to  Hermosa  pink,  with  clear  Baryta  yellow  deep  in 
the  throat;  4%  to  5-inch  bloom,  eight  and  sometimes  more  open  at  once. 
Well  open  bloom,  very  long  spikes  with  frequently  twenty  or  more  blooms 
nicely  arranged  in  a  double  row.  Spacing  and  facing  excellent.  A  vigorous 
plant  with  excellent  foliage,  gives  good  increase.  Probably  this  should  be 
classed  as  a  Prim  Grand.,  although  I  presume  some  would  call  it  grandi- 
florous;  early  midseason.  Large  bulbs  $1.00,  medium  60c,  small  35c. 

Margaret  Stevens 

Geranium  pink  tinting  to  LaFrance  pink  toward  the  center,  with  a  faint 
throat  line  of  Tyrian  pink.  Usually  more  or  less  flecking;  5"  blooms  with  a 
large  number  out.  Ten  blooms  out  at  once  being  no  exception.  Long  spikes 
with  usually  20  or  more  flowers  and  buds.  The  edges  of  petals  reflex  to  give 
the  effect  of  pointed  tips.  It  gives  good  increase.  Does  not  give  good  spikes 
from  small  bulbs,  and  while  the  spikes  are  usually  straight,  it  sometimes 
crooks  if  it  flowers  under  unfavorable  conditions.  Large  $5.00  per  dozen, 
medium  $3.50,  small  $1.75. 

Mibloom 

“The  Glad  with  the  tea-rose  odor.”  Prim.  Grand.  Color  white  with  a 
blotch  of  scarlet  red.  The  upper  petals  show  a  faint  scarlet  sheen  in 
the  center,  appearing  like  a  reflection  from  the  blotch.  Wide  open  bloom, 
4  x/2  to  5  inches,  five  or  six  and  sometimes  more  out  at  once.  Arranged  in 
a  staggered  row;  a  long  stem  and  spike,  petals  heavy  and  of  good  texture. 
The  very  earliest  variety  that  I  grow,  being  decidedly  earlier  than  Halley 
and  other  of  the  standard  early  varieties.  Mibloom  at  times  has  a  distinct 
odor.  This  was  brought  to  my  attention  two  years  ago  by  a  customer  in  New 
England,  who  wrote  me  that  they  cut  a  spike  of  Mibloom  in  the  evening  and 
noticed  a  distinctive  tea-rose  odor,  enough  so  that  it  scented  the  room. 
Others  reported  this  odor,  but  I  couldn’t  get  it  and  so  stated  in  my  catalog 
last  year.  This  year  a  customer  wrote  me  that  if  I  couldn’t  get  the  odor  to 
Mibloom,  something  was  wrong  with  me.  As  it  happened,  his  letter  came 
in  the  evening.  I  had  some  Mibloom  in  flower  at  that  time  right  here  by 
the  house,  so  I  went  out,  and  sure  enough,  there  was  a  decided  scent.  Yes, 
Mibloom  is  scented  in  this  way:  After  the  dew  has  fallen  in  the  evening,  or 
early  in  the  morning,  there  is  a  distinct  and  pleasant  odor,  enough  so  that 
a  bouquet  of  it  cut  at  this  time  will  give  a  noticeable  scent  to  the  room. 
This  odor  seems  to  be  largely  from  the  just  opening  flowers.  Now  if  there 
is  a  considerable  wind  blowing,  there  will  be  no  odor  at  all,  and  it  is  only 
rarely  that  this  odor  can  be  detected  during  the  middle  of  the  day.  I  do  not 
consider  that  it  is  dependable  enough  to  add  materially  to  the  commercial 
value  of  Mibloom,  but  it  does  make  it  a  distinctive  novelty  and  its  extreme 
earliness  makes  it  a  variety  that  you  should  all  be  growing.  Large  bulbs 
$2.50  a  dozen,  medium  $2.00,  and  small  $1.50.  I  reserve  the  right  to  with¬ 
draw  these  prices  at  any  time. 
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Mary  McConnell 

Another  Purple  Glory  seedling.  Velvety  Spectrum  red,  well-ruffled 
bloom,  a  good  number  out  at  once,  facing  and  arrangement  excellent.  A 
nice  spike  of  Mary  McConnell  is  hard  to  beat  in  its  color,  but  it  has  a  weak¬ 
ness  of  throwing  a  good  many  short  stubby  spikes.  An  excellent  spike,  and 
right  beside  it  a  short,  stubby  one,  with  no  reason.  This  weakness  will  stop 
it  ever  becoming  a  great  variety,  but  its  wonderful  color  makes  it  worth¬ 
while  even  at  that.  $1.00  per  dozen. 

Mother  Machree 

“There’s  a  spot  in  my  heart  that  no  colleen  may  own, 

There’s  a  depth  in  my  soul  never  sounded  or  known, 

There’s  a  place  in  my  memory,  my  life  that  you  fill, 

No  other  can  take  it,  no  one  ever  will.” 

I  feel  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  give  an  extended  description  of  Mother 
Machree.  I  believe  it  is  the  best  of  the  gray  smoky  colors  ever  introduced. 
In  the  open  class  at  the  National  Show  this  Summer,  it  was  the  winner.  I 
believe,  in  fact,  that  it  got  all  three  places.  It  gives  excellent  increase,  and 
for  that  reason  we  are  now  in  position  to  offer  it  at  a  price  that  will  appeal, 
and,  no  matter  what  your  financial  condition,  there  is  now  no  reason  for 
your  not  having  it  in  your  garden.  Large  $5.00  a  dozen,  medium  $3.00, 
and  small  $1.75. 

Netherland  Prince 

Introduced  in  1930.  Exhibition  type.  Was  the  winning  seedling  at  the 
Eastern  Regional  Show  at  Schenectady  19  29.  Color,  salmon  orange.  A  giant 
plant  with  a  very  long  straight  spike,  and  six  or  eight  5  to  6-inch  blooms, 
open  at  once.  One  customer  reported  a  spike  with  eight  blooms  out  at 
once,  the  bottom  bloom  being  7  y2  inches  in  diameter.  I  have  had  many  of 
them  7  inches  in  diameter,  and  a  6-inch  bloom  is  only  ordinary.  Netherland 
Prince  is  proving  one  of  the  most  popular  of  my  introductions  and  the 
'demand  for  it  bids  fair  to  take  all  my  surplus  stock  early  in  the  season,  even 
though  it  does  give  excellent  increase.  It  is  an  outstanding  variety  and  one 
that  I  recommend  without  hesitation.  Large  bulbs  $2.00,  medium  $1.50, 
and  small  $1.00.  This  is  a  slight  increase  in  price  on  the  smaller  sizes, 
over  last  year,  and  made  necessary  through  the  demand  and  the  scarcity 
of  the  stock. 

Orange  Smoke 

Prim.  Large  well-open  Primulinus,  of  a  smoky  orange  color.  Many  call 
it  a  smoky  Tiplady.  If  you  like  Prims,  you  want  this  one.  $.80  per  dozen. 

Prim.  L. 

Another  Primulinus.  Flesh  pink  in  color,  tinting  to  pale  cream  deep  in 
the  throat,  a  very  clear  soft  attractive  color,  4  y2  -inch  bloom,  well-opened. 
Very  slight  hood;  long,  straight  stem  and  perfect  arrangement.  A  beauti¬ 
ful  Glad,  and  even  if  you  don’t  care  for  Prims,  you  will  like  Prim.  L.  The 
color  blends  perfectly  with  Queen  Ann.  I  realize  that  many  do  not  care  for 
the  Primulinus  type.  For  that  reason  I  introduce  very  few  of  this  type,  and 
only  when  I  consider  them  exceptionally  desirable.  $2.50,  $1.50,  and  $.80 
a  dozen. 

Princess  Pat 

Another  giant  Prim.  Probably  should  be  called  a  Primulinus  Grandi- 
florus,  although  I  won  with  it  this  year  at  the  Empire  State  Show  in  the 
white  primulinus  class.  The  opening  flowers  are  a  pale  cream.  When  well 
opened,  a  milky  white.  A  self  color.  Large  blooms  with  reflexing  petals. 
This  is  about  the  tallest  growing  Gladiolus  that  I  grow,  being  right  on  a  par 
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with  Mrs.  Leon  Douglas  and  Netherland  Prince  in  height.  Has  a  long  usually 
straight  spike,  with  many  blooms  arranged  in  a  single  or  staggered  row. 
Many  open  at  once.  I  have  had  18  inches  of  open  bloom  on  Princess  Pat. 
Heavy  green  foliage,  fair  to  good  increase.  Distinctive.  Large  bulbs  $1.00, 
medium  60c,  small  40c. 


Queen  Ann 

A.  G.  S.  No.  1910 

Introduced  in  1931.  Primulinus  grandiflorus  type.  Color,  clear  shrimp  pink 
with  Baryta  yellow  deep  in  the  throat.  Wide  open  5-inch  bloom  with  petals 
slightly  crimped  on  the  edges  and  somewhat  creased  on  the  midrib,  and  at  the 
tip.  Long  straight  spike  and  stem,  double  row  arrangement,  usually  six  or 
more  open  at  once  with  excellent  facing  and  spacing.  I  think  Queen  Ann  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  Gladiolus  that  I  ever  saw.  Large  bulbs  $1.00,  medium 
60c,  and  small  40c. 


Ramesses 

An  outstanding  variety.  Color,  Astor  purple.  Lower  petals  with  an  over¬ 
lay  of  Pomegranate  purple,  and  a  bit  of  white  stipping  deep  in  the  throat. 
Bloom  six  to  seven  inches  in  diameter,  with  four  to  eight  and  sometimes  more 
open  at  once.  Wide  open,  very  deep  bloom,  waved  and  ruffled.  I  believe  that, 
without  question,  Ramesses  is  the  most  sensational  purple  Gladiolus  that  has 
been  introduced.  Some  have  been  kind  enough  to  call  it  the  most  sensational 
Gladiolus.  It  is  a  gaint  in  every  respect.  An  excellent  pollen  parent,  but  one 
that  does  not  readily  make  seed.  However,  my  seedlings,  where  Ramesses  was 
the  pollen  parent,  are  proving  exceptional;  and  some  of  the  best  things  which 
I  have  coming  on  for  future  introduction  are  sons  of  Ramesses.  Ramesses  has 
been  slow  to  increase.  It  usually  makes  a  fair  amount  of  nice  cormels,  but 
these  cormels  have  usually  been  hard  to  germinate.  This  year  I  had  excellent 
germination  on  them,  and  some  of  my  customers  have  reported  as  high  as  100% 
germination  on  their  cormels.  To  get  exhibition  spikes,  Ramesses  should  be 
grown  from  large  bulbs.  I  never  saw  a  truly  good  spike  from  a  small  bulb. 
The  fact  that  I  have  got  better  increase  this  year  allows  me  to  reduce  the 
price.  Large  bulbs  $5.00  each. 


Schenectady 

A.  G.  S,  No.  1911 


This  variety  won  in  the  commercial  seedling  class  in  the  Eastern  Regional 
Show  in  1929.  It  attracts  a  lot  of  attention  in  my  gardens  and  last  year  I  in¬ 
troduced  it.  It  is  a  grandiflorus  type,  wide  open  bloom.  The  ground  color  is 
light  coral  red,  with  profuse  flecklings  of  different  shades  of  a  purplish  pink. 
Now  the  amount  of  this  flecking  with  its  various  shades  has  the  effect  of  giving 
these  blooms  different  appearing  colors,  the  color  varying  so  much  that  two 
spikes  at  times  would  hardly  seem  to  be  the  same  variety.  This  flecking 
is  the  same  on  the  back  as  on  the  front  of  the  petals,  the  blooms  looking  very 
much  the  same  as  far  as  color  goes,  viewed  from  the  front  or  back.  It  gives 
excellent  growth,  a  nice  straight  stem  and  good  arrangement,  usually  5  or  6 
open.  It  is  a  color  novelty.  I  introduced  it  last  year  at  $1.00  per  bulb,  and 
bad  more  orders  from  the  garden  or  at  shows  where  it  was  exhibited  than  from 
all  the  other  varieties  combined,  that  sold  for  $1.00  or  more.  The  public  seems 
to  fancy  Schenectady,  but  personally  I  am  not  so  crazy  about  it.  One  gentle¬ 
man  who  has  a  large  roadside  stand  flower  business  and  to  whom  I  supplied 
many  thousand  spikes,  could  not  get  enough  of  it  for  his  demands.  Now  prob¬ 
ably  this  is  one  of  the  cases  where  I  am  wrong,  for  other  people  aonarently 
like  Schenectady  even  if  I  don’t.  By  the  dozen,  $5.00,  $3.50,  and  $1.75 
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Sunshine  Girl 

Clear  Geranium  pink  with  Empire  Yellow  throat.  Very  early.  An 
exhibition  type,  Prim.  Grand.,  4  %  to  5  inches  bloom,  seven  or  eight  open  at 
once;  petals  somewhat  reflexed  with  edges  slightly  crimped.  Very  long, 
usually  straight,  stems  and  spikes,  with  many  flowers,  2  0  being  no  exception 
and  sometimes  more.  Mr.  Grove  wrote  me  that  he  believed  Sunshine  Girl  to 
be  the  best  of  my  introductions.  I  consider  it  about  the  best  pink  Gladiolus 
that  I  ever  saw.  A  very  clear  color,  it  almost  never  flecks.  Sometimes  if  it 
flowers  in  extremely  hot  weather,  with  a  long  heavy  flower  head,  will  droop  a 
bit  during  the  day,  and  when  it  straightens  up  at  night,  leaves  a  bend  in  the 
stem,  but  under  ordinary  conditions,  the  stem  is  nearly  always  straight.  As 
it  gives  excellent  increase,  I  am  making  a  lower  price  this  year.  $1.50  for 
the  large  bulbs,  $1.00  medium,  and  50c  for  small. 

Tritomia 

A  very  early  tall  flesh  pink  P.  G.  Straight  spikes,  4  to  41/4-inch  bloom,  four 
or  five  and  sometimes  more  open  at  once.  An  excellent,  early  cut  flower 
variety.  $1.00  per  dozen  for  large  bulbs,  60c  medium,  and  35c  small. 

Van 

Grandiflorus  type.  Deep  buff  in  color  with  sharply  defined  Amaranth  purple 
lines  on  the  lower  petals;  iy2  to  5-inch  blooms,  with  six  open  at  once.  Double 
row  arrangement,  facing  and  spacing  excellent.  Vigorous  plant.  Awarded  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Merit  by  the  British  Gladiolus  Society.  A  real  glad  in  the  color  where 
there  are  few  good  ones.  Large  $2.50  a  dozen,  medium  $1.50,  small  80c. 

Yellow  Rose 

Introduced  in  1930.  A  lemon  yellow,  self  color,  4%  to  5-inch  bloom,  with 
eight  or  ten  open  at  once.  Excellent  spikes  and  double  row  arrangement.  Wide 
open  blooms,  all  the  petals  reflexing  from  the  center  and  rounding  back  at  the 
sides,  giving  it  much  the  appearance  of  a  Rose,  especially  so  when  it  is  just 
opening.  I  believe  it  is  one  of  the  very  best  of  the  so-called  rose  petal  types. 
This  variety  also  has  a  decided  tendency  toward  petaloid  stamens  which 
increased  the  rose-like  appearance.  It  has  a  style  and  class  that  is  hard  to 
describe.  I  consider  it  one  of  my  outstanding  originations,  although  it  hasn’t 
caught  hold  of  the  Gladiolus  public  to  the  extent  of  some  of  the  others. 
Large  bulb  each  $2.00,  medium  $1.25,  and  small  75c. 

Judging  from  their  reception  by' the  Gladiolus  public,  the  following  varieties 
should  perhaps  be  considered  the  most  outstanding  of  my  introductions :  Mother 
Machree,  Littlejohn,  Netherland  Prince,  Ramesses,  and  Sunshine  Girl.  Most  of 
these  have  been  before  the  Gladiolus  public  a  bit  longer  than  some  of  the 
others,  which  perhaps  gives  them  a  bit  of  advantage,  and  I  am  going  to 
suggest  that  Mibloom,  Ensemble,  Mandalay,  Queen  Ann,  Princess  Pat  and 
Yellow  Rose  are  entitled  to  equal  consideration.  Charles  Thomas  and  Great 
Heart  would  also  be  included  if  they  would  only  give  a  bit  better  increase. 
Bugler  certainly  would  be  if  it  was  as  dependable. 

If  you  are  not  already  growing  my  originations,  I  want  to  urge  that  you 
try  at  least  a  part  of  them  this  year,  and  with  that  in  mind,  I  am  making  here 
several  group  offers  on  my  own  originations  which  should  be  attractive.  These 
group  offers  are  subject  to  no  further  discounts,  whether  you  buy  a  few  dollars’ 
worth,  or  many  dollars’  worth.

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Random  Remarks 

As  I  look  over  the  following  list,  there  are  a  few  impressions  that  occur 
to  me  regarding  the  different  varieties,  and  I  am  going  to  jot  them  down  here 
tor  your  benefit. 

Adeline  Kent — This  year  I  had  two  lots  marked  Adeline  Kent.  One  of 
them  was  something  else.  If  you  had  bulbs  of  Adeline  Kent  of  me  last 
year  that  weren’t  right,  let  me  know  so  I  can  replace  them.  Albatros 
was  a  wonderful  white  this  year.  Mammoth  White  tinted  a  bit, 
but  Albatros  kept  absolutely  clear.  Angel’s  Dream — Liked  it  better 
this  year  than  ever  before.  Anna  Eberius — Just  about  as  good  a 
purple  as  any  of  them,  but  the  bulbs  go  fluey  with  me  after  they  have 
been  planted  two  or  three  years.  Apache — Big  and  good.  Ava  Maria — A 
quite  a  husky  grower  for  a  blue.  Ave  Maria,  Veilchenbleau,  and  Gertrude 
Pfitzer  are  just  about  the  most  successful  all  around  blues  that  I  have 
grown.  Heavenly  Blue  was  pretty  good  this  year.  Betty  Joy — Believe 
this  is  the  best  thing  Bill  ever  put  out.  It  is  certainly  a  beautiful  thing,  this 
“Glad  with  the  school-girl  complexion.”  Betty  Nuthall — Just  a  little  bit  late 
for  this  North  country.  With  me,  it  is  later  than  Indian  Summer.  Bill 
Sowden — Good.  Capt.  Massonet — Wish  I  could  get  some  increase  on  this 
variety.  If  it  would  only  increase,  think  it  would  be  one  of  the  most 
popular  things  Lemoine  ever  put  out.  Carolus  Clusius — Think  this  is  due 
to  be  one  of  our  leading  commercial  pinks.  Commander  Koehl — A  real 
good  red.  Coryphee,  a  wonderful  color,  but  I  can’t  grow  it  with  straight 
spikes.  Crimson  Glow — I  have  paid  good  money  for  a  lot  of  new  reds  that 
weren’t  in  the  same  class  with  it.  Fern  Kyle — You  fellows  who  are 
hybridizing  use  Fern  Kyle  as  a  kind  of  trial  horse  with  some  of  your  new 
things.  You’ll  be  surprised.  Golden  Chimes — I  know  it  is  a  yellow  and 
that  we  have  been  yellowed  to  death  lately,  but  Golden  Chimes  is  just  a  bit 
different.  I  like  it.  Golden  Snapdragon — A  mighty  pretty  thing.  Hinemoa — 
A  novelty,  with  real  quality  and  attractiveness.  It  is  one  of  those  novelties 
that  is  going  to  stick.  Inspiration- — I  like  this  way  the  best  of  anything 
Palmer  has  ever  put  out.  That  is,  that  I  have  grown.  Inspiration  is  a  little 
different  break.  A  fine  thing  and  intrinsically  good.  Louis  Hemon — This 
red  and  yellow  combination  shows  up  like  a  lighthouse  in  a  storm.  Has  as 
many  faults  as  any  Glad  I  know  of,  and  is  still  good.  Mammoth  White — 
The  biggest  good  white  I  know  of.  Marietta — An  old-timer  that  looks  better 
the  more  new  ones  you  grow  beside  it.  If  you  are  not  growing  Marietta,  you 
have  missed  a  good  bet.  Mrs.  Roy  P.  Chase — Without  questions  the  biggest 
white  Glad  grown,  both  plant  and  flower.  With  me  it  sometimes  tints  a 
little.  Newington — This  variety,  a  prize  winning  Australian,  makes  real  ex- 
hibtion  spikes,  colored  a  bit  like  old  Loveliness.  Pelletier  D.  Oisy — The 
green  Glad,  another  freak.  I  always  want  some  of  them,  but  I  do  not  want 
a  whole  garden  full.  Pfitzer’s  Triumph — I  like  Dr.  Bennett  better  as  an  all 
around  scarlet.  Phitzer’s  Triumph  is  a  wonderful  show  flower,  but  it  does 
not  stand  up  in  the  garden  with  me  when  there  is  a  hot  sun.  Purple 
Victory — A  lot  like  Purple  Glory.  With  me,  it  gives  a  bit  larger  spike  and 
bloom  and  a  lot  better  increase.  Red  Lory — A  big  thing.  Looks  as  though 
it  might  be  a  seedling  of  Emile  Aubrun.  I  like  it.  Rippling  Waters — This 
is  almost  a  buff.  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  is  the  best  thing  of  Ellis’  that  I 
have  ever  grown.  Roi  Albert — This  wants  to  be  well  grown,  and  when  it 
is,  you  have  got  to  go  some  to  beat  it  in  the  smokies.  Salback’s  Pink — good. 
Trajadie — Worthwhile.  Another  novelty.  Veilchenbleau — Still  think  it  is 
about  the  best  of  the  so-called  blues.  Victor — A  real  red  and  a  good  one. 
White  Orchid — Another  of  Bill’s  that  I  like.  Yvonne — I  like  it.  Believe  it 
will  be  grown  in  large  quantities  commercially. 

I  have  not  said  much  about  any  of  them,  but,  you  know,  about  every  so 
often  down  this  list  I  notice  one  of  my  own  originations  and  I  resolved  not  to 
say  a  word  about  any  of  them,  but  they  have  kind  of  kept  me  from  hollering 
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about  some  of  the  other  things,  at  that.  There  are  several  that  I  have  mentally 
compared  with  Netherland  Prince  as  I  went  down  this  list,  and  I  like  Nether- 
land  Prince,  so  much  better  that  I  did  not  say  anything  about  the  others, 
and  what  is  true  with  Netherland  Prince,  is  true  with  Sunshine  Girl,  Mother 
Machree,  Littlejohn,  and  a  lot  of  the  others.  Oh,  yes,  I  know  I  am  biased. 
Can’t  help  that. 

In  the  following  list,  different  varieties  are  priced  in  different  quantities 
and  sizes.  In  some  cases,  I  can  furnish  varieties  in  somewhat  greater  numbers 
than  priced,  and  in  some  cases  I  can  furnish  a  few  of  sizes  which  are  not  priced.
